Claim Objections 

Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: "a awning" should 
be "an awning". Appropriate correction is required.

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zheng. 
Zheng teaches a tent (Fig. 1 ) with extendable windows (134). The windows each 
include a frame (122) in a sleeve that borders a portion of the window (see Fig. 5) and 
an awning (118), which extends from the frame/window. The windows also include a 
lower attachment seam (see Fig. 5) and a guy wire (130).
